1. Materials now in the Nationalist 80 Arsenal at Shihching (113-15, 23-13), 
approximately ten miles north of Canton, and in the 11 Arsenal at Chuchou 
(113-06, 27-33) j Hunan Province, are to be moved soon to Yulin (109-34# 
18-14), Hainan Island. Nine thousand tons of materials and 3 #000 employees 
are now at the Shihching arsenal. *

2. General CHaNG Fa-kuei, head of all Nationalist ground forces, soon will move 
his headquarters from Chuchiang (113-33# 24-50), Worth Kwangtung, to Canton. 

3° LliSN Ti-sheng ), Nationalist commissioner of the 10 District of 

Fukien Province, defected recently with 2,000 troops. They are now in the 
Shanghang (116-27, 25-02)-Wuping (116-11, 25-07)-Yungting (116-44, 24-43) 
area near the Kwangtung border. 

4. On or about 27 May approximately 1,000 Communist troops, commanded by LIU

hsien, had already evacuated with approximately 300 Peace Preservation Corps 
troops to Liuhuang (116-27, 23-54). 


5. On 25 May approximately 200 Communist guerrilla troops, co;nraanded by HUANG 
Chih-yu ('ll /£' $£), occupied Hoping (115-07, 24-22), Kwangtung. On or about 
25 May Pengchai (115-14, 24-18), Kwangtung, was occupied by about 1,000 
Communist troops, including those of LIN Ching-chiu and of former 

Nationalist officer TSitf'iG Tien-chieh (# ), who recently defected to 

the Communists. •
